That would mean that the local commuMity has about that 
long t) get ready for company It s certainly going to need 
every minute of it. For Perry County, and Hazard, are -no 
more ready at this point to accommodate a deluge of tourists 
than thev are another deluge trom the North Fork cf The Ken. 
tucky River, 

This oh>erv 3 tk)n has h<‘en made tH-f'^re. but usually the 
observer has in mind the many physical manifestations of our 
unpre.oaredness. such as litter on our landscape. But we are 
thinking here about something dilferent, something less taugi. 
hie We are thinking about the mental attitude that prevails 
among us. especially these of us who live here i-.i Hazard, where 
the real enthusiasm and optimism fir tourism has its roots. 

It seems that we are assuming that once the road exists to 
make getting here safe and coinfortahle, the traveling public 
just isn t gi/.-.ig to he able ta resist us. For some reason, per. 
haps h»eausp we like our town so much, we .seem to he assum. 
ir.g that evprybfdy. everywhere, is im.oat.ently waiting for these 
new r ads so that they can overwhelm us with their numbers 

There is little realistic justification for this. We all love 
Hazard, ol course, because it is where we live But while 
a Perry County tourist industry, if one ever does develap. 
would no doubt have its center here, its headquarters, where 
the mctels a ul resl-urants are. our town is not going to be the 
reason the tourLsts will come Because we have worked hard 
t > make it so. with -ur urban rtsiewal and our new .sewer plant 
and our federal housing and our street paving and our indivH. 
Uil cf.'orts to impr .ve and beautify our city. Hazard has im. 
pr ved to the point that it is actually *.irt really different from 
the n. ddle.size town the tourist is from, whether in .Michigan. 
Pennsy !v r Ohio. 

\c, if tourists do come to this part f the country it will be 
for one ol three reas vis, and all of them valid: they will be 
n rtherners on the.r way south, southerners on their way north, 
or people from h>th places nuking special trips to Eastern 
Kuitucky because they are intrigue 1 and lured by the aura of 
tlvve hills Or. if you prefer, by the rural parts of cur region 
that has spawned a unique and fascinating culture that has left 
a permane .t imprint up vi American history 

Tourists arc going to be more interested in places like 
Hell Fer Certain Creek than they are the locil golf course, and 
f.i pea.ie like Chester C -rnett, the chairmaker. or liosc tc Hoi. 
eon.b. the folk singer, than they are in the nia.in street business 
man. This >h uld come as no surpn.se Which cf us, here, in 
ur wn roles as tourists, care as much about the towsis of 
liiownsville. <r Clasgow. as we do about Mammoth Cave, or the 
l wn lit Cor.iin as we do about Cumberland Falls? 

We ne. d tr understand that the tourist will find the couMty 
far more ir.tiresting than the town. And before we who live 
1.1 town can b? really prepared to welcome the visitor from the 
north a ;i south, east and west, we must get more interested in 
our (■> unty oursefves.

The mine cave-in that claimed the 
Iive.s of three Harlan County youths this 
week is fraKie and sickening, but for 
tinolher reason besides the fact that 
the de.ith of a youth is always tragic. 

This reason is hidden in the mo- 
tives that led the young men into the 
mine in the first place: to .scavenge for 
coal to keep fires in their homes burn- 
ing-

It is quite common, while out on a 
.Sunday afternoon pleasure drive, to see 
little boys and girls, and sometime 
whole families, walking along the rail- 
road tracks dragging burlap sacks, look- 
ing for bits of coal spilled from m^ing 
trains. The same thing is also frequent- 
ly seen near coal tipples, loading ramps 
and along old auger roads in the hills. 

Hy now, however, this late in the 
winter, the pickings at these places are 
getting pretty slim, and we don’t see 
the people with their burlap sacks when 
they are underground. But they 
are there, right now, scores of them, in 
every Eastern Kentucky county, fur- 
tively looking among the rotting timb- 
ers and dripping slate and rusted steel 
and groaning', mine ceilings for lumps of 
coal small enough for a boy to carry. 

It is probable that the Harlan County 
accident will result in a brief flurw of 
demands by safety officials that th<Pold 
mines be sealed off. Pehaps this is a 
good idea. It is le.«’iS probable, however, 
that much attention will be paid to the 
more important point: that thereTFare 
people in Kentucky who are desperate 
enough for fuel to risk their lives look- 
ing for it. 
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The Stripper's Responsibility 



We see by the Wednesday state new.spap. 
ers that the Kivitucky Department of Natural 
Resources has asked the federal government 
frr an eventual $500,000 to establish a strip 
mine reclamation and forestry research center 
at Berea. 

On the surface, this seems like a pretty 
gc:d idea. Another cool half million in fed. 
cral funds is always welcome to the state, for 
whatever pur.jose We all know that timber 
u.scd to be important in this state, and perhaps 
c uld be again, avid that a research center 
somewhere devoted exclusively to that poten. 
Mai would certa’nly pay for itself, in time. 
You’d have to Lok "a fur piece" to find some, 
body to argue against any measure that might 
•■pur timber production in Kc*.itucky. 

The relaticnship Izotween strip mined 
lands anJ the limber potential of Kentucky is 
quite obvious. But what is more difficult to 
U'.ulerstand is the eager willingness of this state 
to assume the repon.«ibility for reclaiming 
lands utterly destroyed by a few individuals. 

For that is what this business of the re. 
search center indicates: the state government, 
or. if you prefer, the people of Kentucky, 
have accepted the burden of dealing with a 
major problem created by a private industry. 

The public has a stake in the strip min. 
••g industry, all rghl. .Anjiime the public Is 
thre-Ttened. it has a responsibility to defend 
itself. But the public’s responsibility should 
be d' scharged l)y the enforcine of severe laws 
on these who damage the public welfare, and 
not by accepting, as it were, the guilt for the 
dam ge in the first place. 

Why doesn’t the strip mine industry set 
up its ow.i research facility, if one is needed, 
and c'me up with its own methods of restoring 
li-’d it has ruined’’ If the industry is un. 
w iling to do this, then the public's role is 
to force it. or else prevent the destruction in 
the first place. 

The public resentment against ugly junk 
car lots lost vear resulted in a law requiring 
th' m to shield their mess from the public view 
with fences The public didn’t assume the 
resp' n.'tbllity ftor the eyesores. The car 
lot owners created the prcblem and they have 
been required to sf Ive it. or at least hide it. 

But is this the case with strip mined land? 
Far from it The st ite uses public funds, and 
public workers, to fieht the 'Problem, and now 
that it has seen its paltry efforts fail, it wants 



to perfrem expensive research to come up 
with more fVays in which public resources 
cruld be rpent to correct an evil wrought by 
a few individuals, for a few individuals. 

There’s no doubt that research in this 
field is needed. Its going to take a real genius 
in the best of laboratories to think up some 
way to fix a hillside after a strip miner geU 
Ihrrugh with .it. But all the public is obliged 
to do is look at the strip miner with a meat 
eye and say, Look, buddy, you fix that hill of 
you don’t mine a-.iy more coal The rest ought 
tr be left to the man responsible for the dam. 
ige.

A View of the Bill ^ 

One of the leading authorities on Appala- 
chia said today the region is facing the same 
problems it faced 50 years »’o and the Presi. 
dent’s billion-dollar aid bill is not going to 
charge matters. 

Harry Caudill of Whitesburg. author of 
"Night Comes to the Cumberlands," the bio. 
graphy of a depressed area, said the bill omit- 
ted the very item it should have had at the 
top cf the list — massive aid to education for 
the area. 

OuoMt Earlier Prophecy 

About $840 million of the aid to Appalachia 
package is ticketed for roads, which Caudill 
feels is a mistake, although he thinks it will 
be of seme help. 

■'In 1912 there was a book written called 
"Mines cf .Midas,” in which the auth^ said 
now that the ra'.lroads have come to Intern 
Kentucky there will be great prosperity.’ The 
author wrote ’never again would these i^ple 
have to accept food and clothixi-g fronr out. 
siders.’ 

"Now, with this road buildirtS program 
they are saying the same thing,” Caudill said. 
"They think that another road somehow will 
I' ring great prosperity to the area. 

Caudill called for a major education pro- 
gram. a cleanup campaign and expansion of 
the electric power industry as ways to aid the 
area. 

"The crux of the whole thing is education 
and thii hill doesn't even mention it,” Caudill 
said "Forty per cent of the nation's one.room 
school houses are in Fastern Kentucky and 
about ‘*n ner cent of the one roomers are in 
Appalachia.”
